HUMAN  MUSCLES. 


Of  the  Mufcles. 

*ThE  Mufcles  are  the  moving  powers 
in  the  bodies  of  animals. 

They  are  of  two  kinds,  viz.  the  Recti- 
lineal, and  the  Hollow. 

The  Rectilineal  Mufcles  are  compofed 
of  two  parts ; the  mufcular,  flefhy,  or  ac- 
tive portion,  formed  of  fafciculi  of  fibres, 
commonly  of  a red  colour,  called  Fibr<e 
matrices , endued  with  iri  itability  ; and  the 
white  tendinous  part,  called  alfo  Aponeuro- 
fis,  which  is  paffive. 

The  Hollow  Mufcles  have  no  tendons 
or  tendinous  expanfions,  but  are  wholy 
made  up  of  annular  flejfhy  fibres. 
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The  Re  dilineal  are  generally  Voluntary 
Mujcles , that  is  to  fay,  they  obey  the  in- 
fluence of  the  mind,  called  V : ilition , or  Vis 
Nervoja. 

The  Hollow  Mufcles,  are  not  under  the 
dominion  of  the  Will,  and  are  therefore 
called  Involuntary  Mufcles , as  the  Heart ; 
or  they  are  but  imperfectly  influenced  there- 
by, and  then  afford  inftances  of  Mixed  Mo- 
tion. 

The  Redilineal  Mufcles  are  ufually  at- 
tached to  bones,  which  are  the  Levers  to  be 
aCted  on.  Tnat  end  of  the  Mufcle  which 
adheres  to  the  more  fixed  part  is  called  the 
Origin  that  which  is  attached  to  the  more 
moveable  part  is  the  Infer tion ; the  interme- 
diate mufcular  portion,  is  the  Belly  ; and  if 
there  are  two  bellies  with  an  Intertendina- 
tion,  the  Mufcle  is  Digafric. 

The  Mufcles  are  all  inverted  with  cellu- 
lar membrane,  which  is  called  Membrana 
communis  Mufulorum.  Frequently  they  are 
fin-rounded  by  Aponeurofis,  from  which 
the  mufcular  fibres  fometimes  arife. 

Leeuwenhoeck,  who  examined  thertruc- 
ture  of  the  Mufcles  by  his  glafles,  declared, 
that  they  were  compofed  of  diminifhing 
feries  of  Fafciculi,  and  that  he  could  not 
attain  the  primitive  or  elementary  fibres,  of 

which 
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which  the  primitive  fafciculi  were  com- 
pofed.  Geo.  Prochafka,  Prof.  Anat.  at 
Prague,  obferved,  that  the  ultimate  fafciculi, 
into  which  he  could  reduce  the  Mufcles, 
were  marked  with  white  tranverfe  ridges. 
Fontana  profecuted  the  infpeftion  ftill  far- 
ther, and  found  the  primitive  fiefhy  fafciculi 
to  be  compofed  of  fome  hundreds  of  fibrils ; 
thefe  again  he  examined  with  a glafs  A 
inch  focus,  but  could  never  perceive  that 
thofe  elementary  fibrils,  were  perfectly  fimi- 
lar  to  the  nervous  and  tendinous  elementary 
fibrils.  He  corroborates  the  obfervation  of 
Prochafka,  by  alledging  that  he  found  the 
tranjverje  ridges  ; and  adds, . that  they  were  - 
curvilinear,  femicircular,  uniform,  and  un- 
interrupted. He  alfo  agrees  with  Monro, 
Jun.  in  afferting,  that  every  fafeiculus  and 
fibre,  appeared  to  be  compofed  of  wind- 
ing or  tortuous  fibrils,  of  extreme  minute- 
nefs,  which  he  afterwards  afcertained  to 
be  a fheath  of  cellular  texture.  And  when 
he  fucceeded  by  means  of  a cutting  needle, 
in  depriving  the  primitive  fibrils  of  their 
fheaths,  he  difcovered  that  thofe  primitive 
fibrils,  were  not  conftituted  of  wavy  or  tor- 
tuous fibrils,  as  they  appeared  while  in- 
vefled  by  thofe  fheaths ; but  were  marked 
with  tranfverfe  ridges,  like  fo  many  dia- 
B 2 phragms  j 
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phragms ; that  they  were  To  many  folid 
cylinders,  equal  among  themfelves,  and 
their  fegments  equal ; but  as  to  thefe  feg- 
ments  intercepted  by  the  diaphragms, 
though  in  fome  lights  they  appeared  globu- 
lar, he  could  never  afcertain  this  point. 
He  fometimes  had  caufe  to  furmife,  that 
thefe  appearances  were  produced  by  the 
contraction  of  the  cylinders  into  wrinkles, 
as  formerly  noted  by  Prochafka,  and  found 
’ that  thefe  appearances  were  obfervable  as 
well  at  the  eve  of  putrefaction,  as  immedi- 
ately after  death. 


Of  'Ter.  dens. 

A Tendon  is  a ftrong,  white,  inelaftic 
and  infenfible  chord;  called  Aponeurofis 
when  it  is  fpread  into  a broad,  thin  mem- 
brane : it  is  an  apendage  of  a reCtilineal 
mufcle,  attached  to  its  extremity,  and  form- 
ing a mean  of  union  with  dillant  parts. 
The  mufcular  fibres  are  inlerted  into  the  ten- 
don, in  a penniform,  radiated,  or  other 
form.  Few  Mufcles  have  Tendons  except 
where  they  are  inferted  into  bones,  and  their 
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furfaces  are  generally  tendinous  where  they 
are  moved  over  bones,  or  where  they  are 
in  contadt  with  each  other  during  motion. 
Where  a T endon  is  moved  on  a bone  it  is 
enclofed  in  an  aponeurotic  fheath,  which  is 
firmly  connedred  to  the  bone,  and  within 
the  lheath  is  placed  a fmooth,  glary,  ex- 
tremely Toft  cellular  texture,  called  Burja 
Mucoja.  Many  of  thefe  Burfae  Mucofie 
are  formed  within  the  aponeurotic  inveft- 
ments  of  the  Tendons  of  the  Tarfus,  and 
Carpus,  called  Annular  Ligaments . 

When  the  Aponeurofis  is  more  exten- 
five,  fo  as  to  cover  the  Mufcles  of  a limby 
as  in  the  thigh,  it  is  denominated  Fafcia 
Lata. 

Tendons  are  very  fparingly  fupplied  with 
blood-veftels  and  nerves.  Albinus  was  of 
opinion  that  they  had  no  fanguiniferous 
veflels ; but  they  certainly  become  red 
when  inflamed. 

Nerves  have  never  been  traced  into  the 
fubftance  of  tendons. 

Tendons,  when  fubjeded  to  the  microf- 
cope,  appeared  to  be  compofed  of  fafciculi 
of  longitudinal  fibres,  connedred  by  cellu- 
lar fubftance.  Thefe  Fontana  has  deno- 
minated as  in  the  Mufcles,  Primitive  Fafci- 
culi : bccaufe  they  are  not  compofed  of 
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fmaller  fafciculi  ; but  of  fibrils  which  are 
the  primitive  tendinous  Cylinders,  and  in- 
divifible  into  fmaller  orders : thefe  Cylin- 
ders are  not  vafcular,  nor  hollow ; they  are 
more  minute  than  the  primitive  nervous 
Cylinders;  extend  the  whole  length  of  the 
Tendon ; and  are  connected  by  a very  mi- 
nute cellular  tififue  : they  are  fo  like  as  to 
be  difficultly  diftinguiflied  from  the  ner- 
vous Cylinders. 

The  elementary  nervous  Cylinders,  are 
found  by  Fontana  to  be  tranfparent,  filled 
with  a mucous  fubftance,  and  more  grofs 
than  the  primitive  mufcular,  and  tendinous 
Cylinders ; fo  that  by  an  accurate  obferver 
they  cannot  be  confounded.  The  difcrimi- 
nation  of  the  tendinous  from  the  flefliy 
fibres  may  alfo  be  certainly  made,  though 
both  are  folid ; as  the  former  proceed  in  a 
ferpentine  courfe,  which  has  not  been  afcer- 
tained  in  the  mufcular  fibrils : and  the  ten- 
dinous fibrils  never  alter  in  their  diameters, 
form,  or  route  ; whereas  the  mufcular  ap- 
pear interrupted  at  very  fhort  diftances  by 
Crifpations  and  Noduli. 

Thefe  chara&eriftics  once  known,  fays 
Fontana,  thofe  three  kinds  of  elementary 
fibrils,  can  never  be  miftaken  one  for  ano- 
ther : as  he  himfelf  has  often  taken  occa- 
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lion  to  convince  others ; by  allowing  ever  fo 
fmall  particles  of  each,  to  be  fubmitted  to 
his  microfcope,  he  inftantly  defcried  the  dif- 
ference, and  diftinguifhed  the  kind. 

On  the  molt  accurate  obfervation, 
Fontana  has  found  that  the  mufcular  fibres 
are  not  continued  into  the  tendinous,  as  he 
never  could  difcover  one  primitive  mufcu- 
lar fibril  to  become  tendinous,  but  on  the 
contrary,  always  to  continue  mufcular,  and 
to  terminate  fo.  The  mode  of  compene- 
tration  obferved  between  thefe  two  kinds 
of  fibrils  by' that  expert  Naturalift,  is,  that 
the  tendinous  cylinders  pafs  in  between  the 
mufcular,  as  the  teeth  of  one  wheel  roll 
in  between  the  teeth  of  another. 


Of  the  Blood-z'ejfels  of  the  Mufcles. 

The  Mufcles  are  profufely  fupplied  with 
arteries,  which  dividing  on  their  furfaces, 
fome  branches  are  continued  within  the  cel- 
lular texture,  while  the  others  infinuate  be- 
tween the  fafciculi,  and  feparate  into  innu- 
merable ramifications.  To  thefe  and  the 
returning  fanguiferous  veins,  which  are  fup- 
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pofed  to  be  more  numerous,  and  of  fome- 
what  greater  diameters  the  red  colour  of 
the  Mufcles  is  to  be  attributed  : for  by 
injedtion  of  a great  quantity  of  water  into 
the  arteries,  this  colour  may  be  waffled 
away  ; or  by  retaining  the  Mufcles  long 
macerating  in  water,  which  diflolves  the 
red  globules  of  the  blood:  while  on  the 
other  hand ; a fortunate  injection  of  a red 
fluid  changes  the  whole  mafs  fo  blanched, 
into  an  appearance  perfectly  fimilar  to  the 
coloured  matter  injedted ; which  circum- 
ftances  led  to  the  conclufion,  that  the  muf- 
cular  fibres  were  continuations  of  the  fan- 
guiferous  arteries.  On  which  fubjedl  it  may 
not  be  amifs  to  quote  Fontana,  no  other 
writer  having  fupplied  us  with  fadts,  on 
which  we  dare  form  an  opinion. 

The  primitive  nervous  Cylinder,  fays 
this  curious  Phyfician ; is  about  three  times 
the  diameter  of  the  ultimate  red  vefiel : 
this  again  is  about  four  times  the  diameter 
of  a primitive  mufcular  fibril:  fo  that  the 
primitive  nervous  fibril,  is  about  twelve 
times  more  grofs  than  the  primitive  flefhy 
fibril : and  when  the  primitive  mufcular 
fafciculi  are  clofely  infpedted,  fcarcely  can 
tire  obferver  aflert,  that  he  fees  red  veflels 
there ; and  he  is  conftrained  to  remain 
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uncertain  as  to  their  exiftence  : for  it  is  ab- 
lblutely  impoflible  to  fee  in  any  circum- 
itances,  either  nerve  or  veil'd  palling  to  the 
elementary  mufcular  fibrils;  and  if  either 
fubfifted  between  them,  they  could  not  ap- 
pear in  contact ; whereas  they  are  perfectly 
clofe  through  their  whole  length:  and  as 
by  the  interpofition  of  red  veflfels,  their 
diftances  would  be  four  times  greater  than 
their  diameters ; and  twelve  times  by  the 
intervention  of  nervous  cylinders ; thefe  then 
would  be  much  more  evident  by  means  of 
glafies,  than  the  flefhy  fibres,  which  are  of 
much  fmaller  fize ; which  is  not  found  to  be 
the  cafe ; as  there  is  neither  intervening 
blood- veflel  or  nerve  to  be  feen,  and  fcarce- 
ly  can  riiere  be  difeerned  a little  very  fine 
cellular  texture,  or  glutinous  principle,  which 
ties  them  together. 

It  therefore  appeared  to  Fontana,  that  a 
Mufcle  is  compofed ; the  greatefl.  part  or 
quantity,  of  fleihy  fibrils ; a mean  or  mid- 
dle quantity,  of  red  veflfels ; and  the  fmall- 
efl  quantity,  of  nervous  fibrils,  exclufive  of 
lymphatics  and  cellular  texture. 
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Of  the  Lymphatics  cf  Mujcles. 

Though  the  number  of  mufcular  Lym- 
phatics as  yet  difcovered  is  but  trifling,  yet 
the  exiftence  of  them  is  not  to  be  doubted 
in  the  heait  they  have  been  demonftrated 
by  feveral.  Meckel  has  found  them  in 
abundance  in  the  cellular  membrane,  fur- 
rounding and  feparating  the  mufcular  faf- 
ciculi  in  the  extremities ; and  their  effect, 
abforption,  has  rendered  their  prefence  per- 
fectly certain  in  all  the  l'olids  of  the  body. 


Of  the  Nerves  cf  Mufcles. 

The  greateft  part  by  far  of  the  vertebral 
Nerves,  are  expended  on  the  Mufcles  of 
the  trunk,  and  extremities  : and  it  is  ftrik- 
ingly  remaikable  that  the  larged  of  the 
Yifcera,  as  the  Liver,  receives  no  more 
Nerves,  than  one  of  the  fmallcd  Mufcles. 
It  is  alio  obfervabie  that  the  number  and 
„ fize  of  the  Nerves,  are  proportioned  to  the 
number  dze  of  the  Mufcles  to  which 
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they  apertain ; and  the  larger  thefe  Nerves 
are  in  general,  the  firmer  their  confiftence, 
a circumftance  which  depends  on  the  pre- 
fence of  their  T unics ; for  fo  foon  as  they 
enter  the  fubflance  of  a Mulcle,  thefe  Tu- 
nics are  difcontinued,  and  the  Nerves  be- 
come thenceforth  fo  foft  and  pulpy,  that 
they  can  be  profecuted  no  farther,  by  dif- 
fettion  in  the  common  mode. 


The  Cellular  Membrane  of  Mufcles , 

Has  been  frequently  noticed  above, 
therefore  there  needs  no  repetition  of  its 
properties  here. 


Of  the  Vis  Infita,  or  Irritability  of  Mufcles . 

Muscular  Motion,  exclufive  of  the  me- 
chanical conftrudtion  of  the  parts  deflined 
to  produce  it,  is  effeited  by  an  eminent 
power  of  contra£lion,  refident  in  the  muf- 
cular  fibres  only,  and  therefore  called  by 

Haller, 
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Haller,  the  difcoverer  of  this  remarkable 
property,  Vis  lnfita . 

This  power  is  rendered  evident  by  the 
application  of  ftimuli,  whether  chemical  or 
mechanical;  which  inftantly  excite  a cor- 
refpondent  contraction,  which  is  fucceed- 
ed  by  a relaxation  of  the  Mufclc. 

It  is  prefumed  that  Irritability  exiits  in 
animals,  independent  of  the  Senforium  or 
Nerves ; as. 

It  is  molt  evident  in  the  mufcular  fibres 
when  feparated  from  their  communication 
with  the  Senforium  ; as. 

It  is  more  evident  in  warm  animals  after 
death  than  before  ; as, 

1 1 is  more  obfervable  (till  in  cold  animals 
in  the  fame  circum fiances ; as, 

It  is  particularly  evident  in  brainlefs  ani- 
mals, and  in  plants,  during  life. 

In  more  perfect  animals,  in  the  heart, 
which  adts  ftrongly  and  perpetually  for 
years,  or  a century,  without  the  confent  of 
the  Will;  and, 

In  the  heart  of  the  fame,  which  cannot 
be  excited  by  ftimulants  applied  to  the  car- 
diac nerves,  though  it  may  readily  be  put 
in  motion  by  irritating  the  mufcular  fibres. 

Eledtricity,  Heat,  Pundture,  acrid  Li- 
quids, and  the  Vis  Nervofa,  have  been 

found 
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found  to  excite  Irritability : as  the  former 
are  confefledly  Stimuli,  poffibly  the  laft 
may  be  fo. 

I dare  not  venture  to  affert,  that  the 
Nerve  is. the  condu&or  of  the  Simulacrum, 
which  excites  the  Idea;  or  of  the  cor- 
refpondent  Volition,  which  excites  the  Vis 
Infita.  There  is,  however,  fomewhat  very 
different  in  the  conducing  power  of  the 
Nerve,  and  the  irritability  of  the  mufcular 
fibre  ; and  confequently  great  diffimilarity 
between  Senfation  and  Acffion,  or  that 
fpecies  of  it  called  Mufcular  Motion. 

However  mufcular  motion  may  be  ef- 
fected, it  is  a fact  not  to  be  controverted, 
that  the  mufcular  fibre  contracts  while  in 
motion,  and  that  the  belly  of  the  Mufcle 
fwells  while  in  action.  It  is  alfo  admitted, 
that  the  Nerves  are  effential  to  the  perpe- 
tuity of  mufcular  motion,  as  Volition  to- 
tally ceafes  when  the  communication  with 
the  Senforium,  by  the  medium  of  the 
Nerves,  is  interrupted  by  Ligature,  or  de- 
ftroyed  by  Incifion.  The  continuity  with 
the  Blood-veffels  is  alfo  neceffary,  as  may 
be  readily  afeertained  in  the  fame  way. 
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Of  Myological  Nomenclature. 

Lycus,  or  Lupus,  was,  according  to 
Galen,  the  fil'd  who  treated  profedediy  on 
the  Mufcles ; he  was  the  difcoverer  of 
many.  Galen  alfo  cites  Marinus,  and  Ru- 
fus the  Ephefian,  among  the  numbers  who 
contributed  to  perfect  Myology.  The 
names  impofed  by  the  lad  are  continued  to 
the  prefent  time. 

Galen  and  his  Tranfiators,  as  well  as 
Commentators,  were  not  diffidently  im- 
preffed  with  the  utility  of  an  expreffive 
Nomenclature,  in  this  part  of  Anatomy  •; 
and  they  have  very  much  negledted  it,  not- 
withftanding  the  good  example  before 
them. 

V efalius,  fenfible  of  the  necefiity  of  this 
dcfideratum,  applied  numerical  terms  to 
mod  of  the  Mufcles ; which  tended  to  con- 
fufe  the  learner,  as  fo  many  different  parts 
bore  the  fame  name,  or  number.  Sylvius, 
a Profeffor  at  the  Royal  College  of  France, 
remedied  this  defied  in  part ; by  fupplying 
Greek  names,  dill  retained.  And  Rio- 
lanus  nearly  compleated  this  defirable  and 
ufeful  work. 


Window 
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Win  flow,  and  after  him  the  French 
Anatomifts,  have  contented  themfelves 
with  a tr an flation,  or  rather  corruption,  of 
the  ancient  Greek  names.  But  the  Ger- 
man and  Englifh  Anatomifts,  have  retained 
and  ftill  ufe  the  Greek  names ; which  are 
certainly  much  more  intelligible  to  perfons 
who  underftand  that  language,  and  fupplies 
common  terms  to  both  nations. 

Alhinus  changed  lbme  of  the  Sefquipe- 
d rlia  Verba  for  more  fimple  terms  j and 
ills  great  and  unparalleled  accuracy  has  ap- 
proved his  terms,  fo  that  they  are  at  this  day, 
with  very  few  exceptions  received,  as  he 
left  them ; and  though  others  have  fince 
fubftituted  a few  names,  yet'  as  he  is  in 
Myology  the  beft  authority,  and  the  molt 
universally  confulted,  pofterity  is  of  necef- 
fity  bound  to  retain  his  Nomenclature  as  a 
key  to  his  works. 

Names  fhould  certainly  be  concife  me- 
morials of  the  mod  ftriking  properties  of 
the  things  they  reprefent  ; and  to  avoid  the 
confijfion  arifing  from  famenefs  of  name 
and  character  in  many  obje&s,  Anatomifts 
are  conftrained  to  call  Mufcles  by  various 
terms,  derived  from  their  ufes  ; as  Abduc- 
tor, Accelerator,  &c.  or  from  their  rela- 
tive fituations;  as  Sublimis,  Profundus,  &c. 
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or,  from  the  part  on  which  they  are  fituated; 
as  Anconeus,  Brachialis,  &c.  from  fimili- 
tude  of  fhape  with  fome  common  object  ; 
as  Cucullaris,  Deltoides,  &c.  from  the 
origin  and  infertion  of  the  Mufcle ; as  Co- 
racobrachialis,  Cleidomaftoideus,  &c.  from 
the  number  of  bellies,  as  Digaflric ; of 
heads,  as  Biceps,  &c.  from  the  courfe  of 
the  Mufcle  as  Circumflexus,  Obliquus, 
&c.  from  the  ratio  of  magnitude ; as  Lon- 
giffimus,  Latiffimus,  Vaftus,  &c.  from 
the  circumdance  of  being  fingle ; as  Azy- 
gos. * 


Of  the  Order  of  Differing  the  Mufcles. 

A,  perfect  treat! fe  of  Myology,  in  which 
is  contained  all  the  Mufcles  of  the  Body,  is 
a Solecifm  in  nature.  To  give  a pro- 
per idea  of  the  Mufcles,  the  Anatomift 
Ihould  not  only  exhibit  and  defcribe  them, 
but  their  relative  fituations ; thus  may  the 
mind  of  the  Tyro,  not  only  be  informed 
that  fuch  parts  exift,  but  why  they  exift ; as 
he  fees  the  ufes  to  which  they  are  fubfer- 
vient,  in  the  prefervation  of  their  connec- 
tions. 
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tions.  Such  a mode  is  natural,  therefore 
preferable  to  any  other,  and  offers  the  pro- 
feffor  the  only  method  of  demonftration 
which  he  can  properly  avail  himfelf  of,  viz. 
a defcription  of  all  the  parts,  members,  and 
relations  of  a part,  which  prefent  at  the 
fame  inftant.  As  for  example,  in  the  Ana- 
tomy of  the  Eye ; the  Mufcles  of  the  Su- 
percilia, Palpebrae,  and  Globe,  fliould  be 
defcribed  with  that  organ;  or  the  Student, 
who  from  recollection  is  capable  of  com- 
bining thefe  circumftances,  mull  poffefs  a 
fhare  of  acutenefs  not  very  common,  and 
which  it  would  be  abfurd  to  prefuppofe. 

The  mufcles  of  the  lips,  tongue,  os  hy- 
oides,  larynx,  and  uvula,  fhould  properly 
be  mentioned  in  treating  pf  refpiration  and 
die  voice : of  the  ear,  in  treating  of  that  or- 
gan : of  the  Pharynx,  Maxilla  inferior,  and  a 
few  Mufcles  already  cited ; in  giving  the  phy- 
fiology  of  digeftion,  &c.  &c.  and  fcarely  is 
there  a neceffity  for  mentioning,  that  unlefs 
this  rule  is  obferved,  many  unconnected  and 
imperfeCt  repetitions  muft  enfue. 

It  has  been  ufual  to  arrange  the  Mufcles 
without  any  regard  to  thefe  confiderations ; 
therefore  with  a method  totally  ufelefs  to 
the  practical  Anatomift  : whereas  the  con- 
trary 
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trary  has  always  obtained  in  diffeftion ; 
which  from  neceffity  commences  with  the 
Mufcles  of  the  Abdomen,  which  are  thofe 
moil  liable  to  putrefaflion. 

And  though  neceffity  diflates,  that  no 
more  parts  fhould  be  uncovered  than  can 
be  difpofed  of  at  once,  yet  in  the  difiedtion 
of  the  fucceeding  Mufcles,  it  has  been  cuf- 
tomary  to  negle£t  the  very  principle  with 
which  the  bufinefs  commenced  ; the  Pfore, 
Quadrati  Lumborum,  Latiffimi  Dorfi,  Le- 
vatores  Ani,  &c.  are  all  expofed,  and  then 
mull  become  putrid;  the  quantity  of  cellular 
texture  which  furrounds  the  SphincSler  Ani,, 
Acceleratores,  Tranfverfi,  and  Ere6tores, 
in  general  contains  fo  much  moifture,  that 
they  ufually  become  flabby,  putrefeent,  and 
very  difficult  to  difleft  before  they  are  un- 
covered ; while  the  Mufcles  of  the  Thorax, 
and  particularly  of  the  Neck,  are  among 
thofe  which  being  lightly  covered,  are  in 
the  higheft  prefer vation,  and  may  be  re- 
forted  to  with  a certainty  of  fuccefs,  at  a 
time  when  the  fpinal,  coccygeal,  and  peri- 
neal Mufcles,  will  not  bear  knife  or  for- 
ceps. 

Thefe  obfervations  are  practical,  and  fuch 
as  the  fubjefl  muft  have  fuggefted  to  every 
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Anatomift  ; as  fuch  I fhall  not  fcruple  to 
avail  myfelf  of  the  benefit  to  be  deduced 
from  them,  in  the  following  fheets. 

Where  fubjedts  can  be  obtained  in  fuffi- 
cient  number,  there  may  be  great  propriety- 
in  dedicating  a different  one  to  each  de- 
partment in  Anatomy  : One  rnuft  be  given 
up  to  the  Mufcles  ; yet  if  the  difledtor  can 
accomplifh  more,  he  would  do  well  to  pre- 
ferve  the  nerves  and  arterical  trunks,  which 
will  coft  him  very  little  additional  trouble  ; 
and  fcarcely  need  he  cut  a branch  acrofs,  for 
the  purpofe  of  exhibiting  the  Mufcles  more 
perfectly,  except  poffibly  in  the  neck,  palm, 
or  foie. 

However,  could  the  induftry  and  art  of 
the  diffedtor  effedt  it,  the  true  excellence  of 
the  Anatomift  confifts  in  preferving  all  the 
parts  in  their  relative  fituations ; it  is  this 
only  which  renders  the  anatomical  plates  of 
Haller,  and  fome  other  Germans,  the  moft 
excellent  in  their  kind,  and  the  moft  per- 
fedt  models  for  the  imitation  of  young  Ana- 
tomifts. 
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CHAP.  I. 

OF  THE 

MUSCLES  of  the  ABDOMEN. 

TP  HAT  fpace  which  lies  between  the 
Zyphoid  Cartilage,  the  Cartilages  of  the 
Ribs,  the  Ilia  and  Pubes,  is  occupied  by 
the  Abdominal  Mufcles  and  common  In- 
teguments, forming  the  Parietes  of  the 
Cavity  of  the  Abdomen. 

The  Mufcles  are  ten  in  number ; three 
broad  and  thin,  forming  fo  many  layers  at 
each  fide  of  the  Re£ti  Mufcles,  which  lie 
between,  and  are  fituated  perpendicularly: 
The  Pyramidales  are  fituated  immediately 
above  the  Synchondrofis  Pubis. 


Obliquus  extenms  Abdominis. 

Arises  by  eight  digitations,  from  the  ex- 
ternal fut  faces  and  edges  of  as  many  inferior 
ribs  a little  beyond  their  cartilages,  and  fome- 
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times  by  a ninth  from  the  4th  rib ; and  the 
digitations  alternate  in  a ferrated  form,  with 
thofe  of  the  Serratus  major  anticus;  gene- 
rally cohere  to  the  Pedtoralis  Major,  Inter- 
coftals,  and  LatifTimus  Dorfi ; which  lafl 
covers  the  pofterior  edge  of  the  Obliquus, 
extended  from  the  laft  rib  to  the  Spine  of  the 
Ilium : from  die  five  fuperior  origins,  the 
fibres  run  obliquely  forwards  and  downwards, 
to  terminate  in  an  Aponeurofis ; which  near 
its  margin  is  confolidated  by  implication  of 
fibres,  with  the  Aponeurofes  of  the  other 
broad  Mufcles ; into  a common  tendinous 
line,  called  Linea  Semilunaris : beyond  which 
the  fibres  are  (till  continued  in  their  original 
direction,  decuffated  by  thofe  of  its  fellow; 
and  from  a reunion,  of  all  the  fame  Aponeu- 
rofes, are  formed  a middle  divifion  between 
the  Redti  Mufcles,  extended  from  the  Carti- 
lago  Zyphoides,  where  it  is  broadeft,  to  the 
Synchondrofis  of  the  Pubes  ; this  divifion 
is  denominated  Linea  Alba  ; it  is,  about  the 
middle,  pierced  by  the  Funis  Umbilicalis 
in  the  Fcetus,  the  place  of  which  becomes 
the  U mbilicus  after  birth  : the  under  part 
of  the  Aponeurofis  divides  into  two  co- 
lumns ftretched  between  the  Ilium  and 
Pubis,  which  leave  an  oval  fiffure,  with 
thick  margins  between  them,  named  the 

Ring

Ringer  the  external  oblique  Mulcle ; for 
the  paffage  of  the  Cremafter  Mufcie,  and 
Spermatic  Chord  in  males,  in  whom  it  is 
larger,  which  renders  them  more  fubjeft  to 
Bubonocele  than  females,  in  whom  it  is 
fmaller  and  pierced  by  the  round  Ligament 
of  the  Uteius  : the  anterior  fuperior  co- 
lumn of  the  ring  pafies  over  the  Synchon- 
drofis,  and  is  fixed  to  the  farther  Os  Pubis  ; 
the  other  is  fixed  to  the  Os  Pubis  of  the 
fame  fide. 

The  lower  digitatiens  of  the  Obliquus 
Externus,  are  inferred  tendinous  and  fiefhy 
into  the  anterior  half  of  the  Spine  of  the 
Ilium ; fiom  the  anterior  fuperior  fpinous 
procefs,  of  which  is  ftretched,  a Tendon 
to  the  Os  Pubis,  named  Fallopius’s  Liga- 
ment, or  the  Inguinal  Ligament  ; from 
which  rn  Aponeurotic  expanfion  defeends 
to  the  Fafcia  Lata  of  the  thigh;  the  fpace 
under  which  is  larger  in  women,  as  is  the 
Pelvis,  and  renders  them  more  liable  to 
Crural  Hernia ; in  which  the  inteftine  de- 
feends beneath  the  ligament  in  the  courfe 
of  the  Pfoae  Magni,  and  Iliaci,  Mufcles ; 
and  of  the  crural  Arteries,  Veins,  Nerves,. 
&c.  The  ufes  are  to  fupport  and  com- 
prefs  the  Peritonaeum  and  Abdominal 
Vifcera  ; to  a (Tift  the  evacuations  with 

the

the  Diapiiragm,  &c.  as  congeneres  : and 
aft  as  antagonift  to  the  Mufcles  of  re- 
fpiration  in  expiration  : to  bend  the  bo- 
dy to  a fide  when  one  afts  ; forward 
when  both  aft  j and  to  raife  the  Pelvis 
when  the  Thorax  is  fixed. 

In  railing  this  Mufcle  it  is  proper  to 
begin  at  the  pofterior  flefhy  edge,  which  is 
very  fubftantial,  and  ends  abruptly  over 
the  next ; talcing  great  care  to  avoid  cutting 
through  the  very  thin  Aponeurofis  of  the 
Obliquus  Internus,  above  the  Umbilicus. 


Obliquus  internus  A Ibdominis « 

Arises,  by  a double  Aponeurofis  pre- 
fently  conjoined ; in  the  interface  of  which 
are  contained  the  Extenfors  of  the  Back ; 
from  the  three  inferior  lumbar,  and  all  the 
facral  fpinous  procefles ; alfo,  from  the 
tranfverfe  procefies  of  the  fame  three 
Lumbar  Vertebrae,  and  by  the  fame  Apo- 
neurofis continued,  from  the  pofterior  fupe- 
rior  fpinous  procefs  of  the  Ilium  and  its 
Spinej  prefently  becomes  flefhy,  in  which 
form  it  attains  the  anterior  fuperior  fpinous 
procefs,  where  the  Obliquus  Externus  is 

adherent 
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adherent  to  it,  and  the  C remailer  arifes  ; 
the  fibres  of  the  flefhy  portion  are  from 
thence  difpofed  in  a radiated  manner ; the 
hindmofl  afcending  to  be  inferted  into  the 
two  inferior  ribs,  with  their  Cartilages  ■,  and 
into  that  of  a third  : the  fibres  next  in 
order  decline  more  and  more,  until  they 
pafs  downwards  to  the  forepart  of  the 
Pubes,  in  which  laft  direftion  they  are 
pierced  by  the  Spermatic  Chord,  and 
give  rife  to  the  Cremafter  which  invefts  it ; 
thefe  mufcular  fibres  crofs  thofe  of  the 
Obliquus  Externus  ■,  and  terminate  by  an 
obliquely  lituated  line,  from  the  ninth  rib 
to  the  Pubes,  in  an  Aponeurofis ; which, 
from  midway  between  the  Umbilicus  and 
Pubes,  to  the  Zyphoid  Cartilage,  divides 
into  two  layers  ; the  exterior  is  entire,  and 
adherent  to  the  Aponeurofis  of  the  Obli- 
quus Externus ; the  interior  and  partial  layer 
adheres  to  that  of  the  T ranfverfalis  ; thus, 
by  both  a flieath  is  formed,  including  the 
Reftus  Mufcle  ; to  the  three  intertendina- 
tions  of  which  this  flieath  is  firmly  con- 
nected, and  by  the  meeting  of  its  layers, 
terminates  at  the  Linea  Alba,  Cartilaeo 
Zyphoides,  and  Cartilages  of  the  7th,  8th, 
and  9th  Ribs ; where  the  fuperior  portion 
of  the  Aponeurofis  is  fo  thin,  that  inex- 
perienced 
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perienced  Anatomifts  ufually  cut  through 
it  in  railing  the  former. 

The  fheath  may  be  moft  evidently  de- 
monftrated  by  cutting  through  the  anterior 
Lamina,  dole  to  the  Linea  Alba  ; which 
brings  the  Re<5tus  of  that  fide  in  view : 
but  the  difcontinuation  of  the  pofterior 
Lamina  may  be  bed  difcerned,  when  this 
Mufcle  is  raifed  from  the  Tranfverfus  Ab- 
dominis. It  is  to  be  noted,  that  the  belly 
of  the  Obliquus  Internus  is  placed  inferior- 
ly  i that  of  the  Externus,  fuperiorly.  Tlie 
ufes  are  ; to  ad  as  antagonift  to  the  Obli- 
quus Externus  of  the  fame  fide,  in  bending 
the  body  ; but  in  all  other  adions  they  are 
Congeneres  : this,  however,  more  evi- 
dently retrads  and  divaricates  the  falfe 
ribs. 


‘Tranfverfus  Abdominis, 

Arises  flelhy  from  the  interior  part  of 
the  Cartilages  of  the  feven  lower  Ribs, 
by  an  Aponeurofis  from  the  whole  bony 
edge  of  the  twelfth  Rib;  and  from  the 
tranfverle  procelfes  of  the  inferior  Dorfal, 
and  four  luperior  Lumbar  Vertebrae,  in 
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common  with  the  Serratus  inferior  pofticus, 
and  Obliquus  Interims;  from  thence  it  pro- 
ceeds ftefny  along  the  Cofta  to  the  anterior 
fuperior  Spinous  Procefs  of  the  Ilium  : 
and  in  conjunction  with  the  Obliquus  Ex- 
ternus  to  the  Pubes;  the  Spermatic  Chord, 
or  round  Ligament,  -&c.  pafs  under  tire 
edge  of  it.  At  the  upper  part,  and  with- 
in the  margin  of  the  Thorax,  this  Mufcle 
is  continuous  with  the  Triangularis  Sterni, 
and  conneCled  by  feveral  Intercoftal  Fafci- 
culi,  with  the  Diaphragm.  The  mufcular 
fibres  pafs  on  tranfverfely,  and  terminate 
in  an  Aponeurofis  which  is  inferted  into  the 
Cartilago  Zyphoides,  and  Linea  Alba,  in 
conjuration  with  the  pofterior  layer  of  the 
fheath  for  the  ReCtus  : where  this  layer  is 
difcontinued  below  the  Umbilicus,  it  is  loft 
in  the  Obliquus  Externus.  In  all  its  ex- 
panfion  it  is  adherent  to  the  Peritonaeum. 

The  ufes  are  the  fame  as  of  the 
Obliquus  Externus. 


Refills  Abdominis. 

Arises  by  two  tendinous  heads  from  the 
fore  and  upper  part  of  the  Os  Pubis,  and 
ligaments  of  the  Synchondrofis : it  runs 

upwards 
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upwards  in  form  of  a flat  band  ; the  whole 
length  of,  and  parallel  to  the  Linea  Alba; 
iii  which  courfe  it  is  c rolled  by  three  Inter- 
tendinations ; one  at  the  margin  of  the 
Thorax,  one  at  the  Navel;  and  an  inter- 
mediate one  ; fometimes  alfo  a partial  one 
below  the  Umbilicus,  which  are  all  firmly 
adherent  to  the  anterior  layer  of  the  fheath  ; 
but  loofely  to  the  pofterior  layer. 

Inferted  into  the  Cartilages  of  the  three 
inferior  true  Ribs,  and  extremity  of  the 
Sternum ; it  tranfmits  fome  fibres  to  the 
Pe&oralis,  and  admits  of  Lufi  Naturae,  as 
it  has  been  feen  to  terminate  high  upon  the 
Thorax. 

Ufe. — By  its  adhefions  it  ferves  as  a 
Tendon  to  the  Obliqui  : and,  in  all  mo- 
tions they  are  Congeneres,  except  that 
this  does  not  rotate  the  Thorax  on  the 
Loins, 


Pyramidalis. 

Arises  by  a broad  bafe  from  the  liga- 
ments of  the  Synchondroiis  Pubis,  above 
the  Redtus,  and  within  the  fheath,  taper- 
D 2 ing 
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ing  upwards  to  a point. — It  is  inferted  into 
the  Linea  Alba,  and  inner  edge  of  the 
Redtus ; fometimes  at  a higher  or  lower 
point,  but  always  below  the  Navel:  fre- 
quently one  or  both  may  be  abfent. 

Ufe. — Fallopius  averted,  that  it  fupplied 
the  defedt  in  the  Obliquus  Internus  : later 
Anatomifts  have  called  it  a Congener  of  the 
Redtus.

OF  THE 

MALE  SEXUAL  MUSCLES. 

Mujcles  of  the  defies. 

EACH  Teftis  has  a Mufcle  proper  to 
it,  called  the 

Cremafter. 

It  arifes  partly  from  the  Obliquus  Inter- 
nals, a few  fibres  of  which  are  detached  for 
the  purpofe  ; partly  in  common  with  it  from 
the  anterior  fuperior  fpinous  procefs  of  the 
Jlium  : it  defcends  furrounding  the  Sper- 
atic  Chord  over  the  Teftis;  the  fibres  lepa- 
rating  as  they  pafs  down,  are  loft  in  the 
cellular  membrane  of  the  Scrotum. 

Ufes. — To  comprefs,  elevate,  and  eva- 
cuate the  Teftis. 


D3 
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Mujcles  of  the  Penis. 

Several  of  the  Mufcles  of  the  Penis 
are  common  to  it  and  the  Anus  : as  the 
Tranfverfus  Perintei,  Tranfverfus  Perinaei 
Alter,  and  Levator  Ani,  or  that  part  of  it 
called  CromprelTor  Proftatte,  by  Albinus. 

The  proper  Mufcles  are,  Erettor  Penis, 
and  Accelerator  Urinae,  all  in  pairs. 


Ereficr  Penis. 

Arises  tendinous  and  flelhy  from  the 
inner  fide  of  the  tuberofity  of  the  Ifchium, 
beneath  the  origin  of  the  Crus  Penis  : runs 
upwards,  encreafing  in  breadth,  and  em- 
bracing the  whole  crus  of  the  Penis. — It  is 
attached  to  the  ftrong  Aponeurotic  Invo- 
lucrum,  which  covers  the  Corpora  Caver- 
nofa  Penis,  as  far  up  as  the  Union  of  the 
Crura. 

Ufe. 
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Ufe. — It  is  by  Tome  fuppofed  to  com- 
prefs  and  eredt  the  Penis  ; by  others,  to 
draw  it  down  from  the  Pubes,  and  retain 
it  horizontally. 

Ifchio  Cavernofus. — JVinf. 


Accelerator  Urin<e , Jeu , Ejaculator  Seminis. 

Of  either  fide,  is  a flat  thin  flefhy 
layer,  arifing  from  the  Spindter  Ani,  and 
membranous  part  of  the  Urethra  but  ten- 
dinous, immediately  becoming  flelhy,  from 
the  Crus  and  beginning  of  the  Corpus  Ca- 
vernofum  Penis : the  pofterior  fibres  run 
tranfverfely ; the  anterior  extended  along 
the  fides  of  the  Urethra  in  a forked  form, 
proceed  backwards  to  meet  in  a common 
tendinous  line,  placed  longitudinally  on  the 
middle  of  the  Bulb  of  the  Urethra,  which 
they  enclofe. 

Ufe. — To  propel  the  Urine  or  Semen 
forwards ; and  by  comprefling,  to  diftencl 
the  Corpus  Spongiofum,  and  Gians,  with 
blood. 

Bulbo  Cavernofus. — IF. 

E'ranf- 
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' Tranjverfus  Perinai.  -* 

Is  a very  fmall  Mufcle,  which  arifes  from 
the  tough,  fatty  membrane  that  covers  the 
infide  of  the  tuber  of  the  Ifchium,  clofe  to 
the  Ereftor  Penis:  from  thence  it  runs 
obliquely,  as  the  Ereftor;  but  more  tranf- 
verfely  inward,  to  be  inferted  into  the  Ac- 
celerator Urinte,  and  that  part  of  the 
Sphinfter  Ani  which  is  connected  to  it. 

Ufe. — To  dilate  the  bulb,  and  draw  the 
Perinaeum  and  verge  of  the  Anus,  a little 
outwards  and  backwards.  It  is  fubje£t  to 
variety  in  form. 

T ranfverfus  Urethrae. — W'vnf. 


Not  unfrequently  there  is  a fecond 
T ranfverfus,  named 

<T ranfverfus  alter  Per  inti. 

It  arifes  nearer  to  the  Pubis  than  the 
former ; and  has  the  fame  direction,  infec- 
tion, and  ufe.  This  Mufcle  is  commonly 
cut  acrofs  in  difleftion.

MUSCLES  of  the  ANUS. 

SoME  are  common  to  the  Anus  and 
Penis,  (which  fee  in  the  preceding  Chap- 
ter) and  fo  is  the  Lavator  Ani,  and  the 
Sphindter  Ani  in  Tome  meafure. 


Sphincter  Ani. 

Is  Tingle,  hollow,  and  lies  in  an  oval 
form  within  the  fldn  and  fat  which  fur- 
rounds  the  verge  of  the  Anus : by  the 
poflerior  extremity  it  is  connected  to  a li- 
gament which  defcends  from  the  Coccyx  : 
the  anterior  extremity  is  connected  by  im- 
plication, with  the  Acceleratores  Urime, 
and  Tranfverfi. 


Sphincter  Ani  Internus , 

Is  a fuperior  portion  of  the  Sphindter 
Ani  Externus. 

The 
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The  former  is  the  Sphindter  Cutaneus.  ' 
The  latter,  the  Sphincter  Inteftinalis,  or 
Orbiculis  of  fVinf. 

In  women,  a confiderable  portion  of  the 
Sphincter  Vaginae  is  derived  from  the 
Sphincter  Ani.  - c 


Levator  Ani. 

Arises  by  a femicircular  edge  from  the 
lower  part  of  the  Synchondrofis  Pubis, 
rifing  backwards  above  the  Foramen  Thy- 
roideum,  and  from  the  Aponeurofis  which 
covers  the  Obturator  Internus  and  Coccy- 
gasus  Mufcles,  as  far  as  the  acute  procefs 
of  the  Ifchium.  The  fibres  run  down  like 
rays  from  the  circumference,  to  meet  thofe 
of  its  fellow ; by  which  means,  and  by  the 
infertion  of  thefe  Mufcles  into  the  Os  Coc- 
cygis,  and  Sphindter  Ani,  around  the  ex- 
tremity of  the  redtum,  into  the  neck  of 
the  Bladder,  proftate  Gland,  and  part  of 
the  Veficulse  Seminales,  a kind  of  Dia- 
phragm is  formed. 

Ufe. — l’o  fuftain  the  Redtum,  and  pre- 
vent a Prolapfus  during  the  evacuation  of 
the  Fteces  3 to  retradl  it  after : to  fupport 

the 
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' the  VLfcera  of  the  Pelvis : and  to  aflift  in 
ejecting  the  Semen. 

The  lower  part  of  this  Mufcle,  which 
arifes  from  the  Os  Pubis,  is  divided  from 
the  upper  : and  called.

SphvnVer  Vagin#. 

A small  hollow  Mufcle,  which  fur- 
rounds  the  Corpus  Cavernofum  Vaginas, 
at  its  entrance;  retaining  the  fame  oval 
form.  At  its  lower  extremity,  it  receives 
a conflderable  addition  from  the  Sphindter 
Ani : at  its  upper,  it  pafifes  behind  the 
Nymphas,  and  is  attached  to  the  union  of 
the  Crura  Clitoridis. 

Ufe. — To  contradt  the  mouth  of  the 
Vagina;  and  by  comprefling  the  Corpus

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Cavernofum,  to  pufh  the  blood  into  the 
Clitoris  and  Nymphns.

Th  E Bladder,  by  modem  Anatomifts, 
is  generally  dcfcribed  to  be  competed  of 
two  coats  j the  external,  or  mufcular  * and 
the  internal,  or  membranous. 


Detrujor  Urin<e> 

Has  been  commonly  confidered  as  a 
compofition  of  mufcular  fibres,  decufiating 
each  other  in  various  directions,  and  collect- 
ing in  greater  number  at  the  neck  of  the 
Bladder,  to  form  the 

Sphinfier  Vefica . 


THEdefcription,however,of  Dr.Douglas,  . 
has  been  revived  in  a molt  accurate  and  in- 
genious Compendium,  by  Ferdinand  Liber, 
of  Vienna ; it  may  not,  therefore,  be  im- 
proper to  repeat  his  account  of  thefe  parts. 

E 2 Detrujor 
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Detrufor  Urin<e. 

Is  formed  of  two  fets  of  fibres ; the  lon- 
gitudinal * arife  from  the  Pubes,  afcend 
anteriorly ; pafs  over  the  Fundus  of  the 
Bladder,  and  down  the  pofterior  part  to 
the  Proftate.  The  other  Fibres  are 
cither  f tranfverfe  or  oblique,  and  arife 
from  the  Proftate. 

Ufe.  — The  longitudinal,  draw  down 
the  Bladder  to  the  Neck;  the  other  Fibres 
contract  it  tranfverfely : by  both,  the  cavity 
is  diminiihed. 


Sphinfler  Vefua. 

Consists  of  a band  of  Fibres  detached 
from  the  Sphincter  Ani,  in  Males ; from 
the  Sphincter  Vaginas,  in  Females;  and 
furround  the  neck  of  the  Bladder,  which

A RISES  by  a tendinous  and  flefhy 
point  from  the  acute  procefs  of  the  Ifchium, 
immediately  adjoining  the  Levator  Ani,-  of 
which  it  is  a portion ; gradually  increafes 
in  breath  as  it  traverfes  the  infide  of  the 
pofterior  S.acro  Sciatic  Ligament.  To  be 
inferted,  by  its  broad  extremity,  into  the 
lower  part  of  the  Sacrum  ; and  the  whole 
length  of  the  Os  Coccygis  laterally. 

Ufe. — To  move  the  Os  Coccygis  for- 
wards, and  probably  to  move  the  Reftum 
when  diftended.

A small  Mufcle  fo  called  by  Albinus, 
and  found  in  few  fubjedts,  attached  to  the 
fide  of  the  Coccyx  from  one  bone  to 
another. 

According  to  Albinus,  it  ferves  to  bend 
the  lower  joint  laterally ; but  forward,  ac- 
cording to  Leber. 

A ligament  molt  commonly  fupplies  its 
place. 

N.  B.  The  neceffity  of  proceeding 
with  convenient  expedition  in  difiedtion, 
interferes  with  the  order  of  Nature  fo  far ; 
that  the  pradtical  Anatomift  is  compelled, 
to  aflume  a method  of  demonftrating  the 
parts,  irregular  in  appearance,  but  effentinl 
as  to  expedition. 

Before  the  Mufcles  of  the  Pelvis,  which 
are  now  fuppofed  to  be  partly  expofed,  can 
be  difledted;  the  broad  Mufcles  on  the 
Back,  which  conceal  them,  muft  be  re- 
moved } but  as  they,  or  fome  of  them, 
apertain  to  parts  not  only  diftant,  but 
diftindt ; it  appears  proper  to  recur  to  the 
natural  order  of  things,  which  helps  the 
recolledtion  materially,  and  ufefully.

T o follow  the  Mufcles  in  the  order  t>f 
Diffe&ion,  it  is  neceffary  to  proceed  next 
to  the 

Latiffimus  Dorfi . 

It  arifes,  at  its  inner  edge,  by  an  Apo- 
neurofis  from  the  fpinous  procefles  of,  from 
eight  to  four  lower  Dorfal  Vertebras,  and 
from  all  thofe  of  the  Loins  and  Sacrum : 
alfo,  from  the  oblique  procefies  of  the  Sa- 
crum, from  the  Gluteus  Magnus  : and  by 
its  outer  edge,  from  the  posterior  part  of 
the  Spine  of  the  Ilium:  alfo  tendinous  and 

flefhy 
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flefhy,  from  the  extremities  of  the  three 
inferior  Ribs,  near  their  Cartilages,  by  as 
many  diftindt  flips.  ' The  inferior  fibres 
afcend  ; and  the  fuperior,  run  tranfverfely 
over  the  inferior  angle  of  the  Scapula,  from 
which  they  receive  a flip,  towards  the  Axil- 
la, where  they  am  all  collected  into  a rope 
which  dilates  again  into  a thin  Tendon, 
connected  to  that  of  the  Teres  Major,  and 
with  it  inferted  into  the  inner  edge  of  the 
bicipital  groove  of  the  Os  Humeri. 

Ufe. — T o pull  the  Arm  backwards,  and 
downwards  i and  to  help  to  rotate  the  Os 
Humeri.

Arises  by  one  common  Aponeurofis 
with  the  Latifiimus  Dorfi,  to  which  it  is 
firmly  connected,  from  the  inferior  part  to 
the  fecond,  third,  or  fourth  inferior  Dorfal 
Vertebra;  and  is  only  diflindt  fuperiorly. 
Alfo,  by  an  interior  Aponeurofis,  from  the 
lumbar  tranfverfe  procefles  which,  uniting 
with  the  former,  coinpofe  a fheath  for  the 
Sacrolumbalis,  and  Longiflimus  Dorfi;  and 

after- 
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afterwards  gives  rife  to  the  Obliquus  Inter- 
ims Abdominis  ; and  to  the  four  flefhy  flips 
of  the  Serratus,  which  terminate  in  as  ma- 
ny inferior  Ribs,  near  their  Cartilages. 

Ufe. — To  deprefs  the  Ribs  to  which  it 
is  inferted. 


§)uadralus  Lumborum. 

Arises  broad,  tendinous,  and  flefhy, 
from  the  pofterior  half  of  the  Spine  of  the 
Ilium,  interiorly : and  from  a ligament  ex- 
tended from  it  to  the  tranfverfe  procefs  of 
the  lowed;  Lumbar  Vertebra. 

Is  inferted  into  the  tranfverfe  procefles 
of  the  four  fuperior  Lumbar  Vertebrae, 
into  the  lad;  rib  near  the  fpine : and  by  a 
fmall  Tendon,  into  the  lad:,  or  more 
Dorfal  Vertebrae.  It  receives  fome  flefhy 
flips  from  the  Lumbar  Vertebras,  in  its 
afcent. 

Ufe. — To  move  the  Loins  to  one  fide; 
pull  down  the  laft  rib  : and  when  both  a£t, 
to  bend  the  Loins  forward.

Arises  by  a circular  flefhy  edge,  from 
all  the  outer  lip  of  the  Spine,  and  anterior 
fuperior  fpinous  procefs  of  the  Ilium,  ante- 
rior to  the  G.  Maximus  i from  the  Dorfumof 
that  bone,  and  from  the  Aponeurofis  which 
covers  this  Mufcle:  is  inferted  by  a broad 
Tendon,  between  which,  and  that  of  the 
Pyriformis,  is  a Burfa  Mucofa,  into  the 
outer  and  pofterior  part  of  the  Trochanter 
Major,  being  connected  anteriorly  to  the 
Gluteus  Minimus. 

Ufe. — To  aflift  the  G.  Maximus.

Arises  by  a circular  flefhy  edge,  within 
the  former,  from  a ridge  which  is  conti- 
nued backwards  from  the  anterior  fuperior 
Ipinous  procefs,  over  the  middle  of  the 
Dorfum  of  the  Ilium,  as  far  as  the  Sac.ro- 
fciatic  Notch : palling  over  the  Capfular 
Ligament  to  which  it. firmly  adheres  : it  is 
inferted  by  a ftrong  T endon,  which  has  its 
Burfa  Mucofa,  into  the  fore  and  upper  part 
of  the  T rochanter  Major.

Ufe. — To  roll  the  Thigh  outwards,  and 
defend  the  Tendon  of  the  Obturator  frorp 
fridion,  in  palling  over  the  Ifchium  : alfo, 
to  retain  it  from  darting,  by  its  Iheath, 
while  in  adion.

Obturator  Extemus. 

Arises  by  a femicircular  flefhy  margih, 
from  the  part  of  the  Os  Pubis,  and  Ifchi- 
um,  which  form  the  anterior  border  of  the 
Foramen  Thyroideum;  and  from  the 
lower  brim  of  the  fame : the  fibres  con- 
verge as  they  pafs  over  the  Ligament  which 
clofes  that  Foramen,  and  outwards  round 
the  root  of  the  Cervix  Femoris. 

To  be  inferted  by  a ftrong  Tendon  into 
the  cavity,  fituated  pofteriorly  and  inte- 
riorly, 
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riorly,  at  the  root  of  the  Trochanter 
Major. 

Ufe. — To  rotate  the  Femur,  obliquely 
outwards. 

N.  B.  The  Integuments  which  have 
been  preferved,  may  be  returned  over  the 
outfide  of  the  Pelvis ; the  lower  extremi- 
ties removed,  and  fufpended  in  a well- 
ventilated  fituation ; and,  if  convenient, 
wetted  with  ardent  fpirits,  which  will  aflift 
in  preferving  diem.

Arises  tendinous  from  the  protuberance 
in  the  middle  of  the  outer  arch  of  the  Os 
Occipitis ; by  an  Aponeurofis  from  the 
arch,  as  it  extends  towards  the  maftoid 
procefs : from  its  fellow  over  the  fpinous 
precedes  of  the  Cervical  Vertebra;,  the 
intervening  ligamentous  Raphe,  being  called 
Ligamentum  Nucha?,  but  from  the  fpi- 
nous precedes  of  the  two  inferior ; and  from 
thofe  of  eight,  to  all  the  Dorfal  Vertebrae:

its  fellow  their  whole  length. 

It  is  inferted  flefliy  into  the  poflerior 
part  of  that  half  of  the  Clavicle  next  the 
Acromion ; tendinous  and  flefliy  into  the 
Acromion,  and  almofi  all'  the  Spine  of  the 
Scapula. 

Ufe.  — The  upper  defending  fibres 
draw  the  Scapula  obliquely  upwards  ; the 
middle,  tranfverfely : the  inferior  amend- 
ing fibres,  obliquely  down  and  backwards  :

tilage of  the  fifth,  fixth,  and  often  of  the 
feventh  Rib,  where  it  communicates  with 
the  Obliquus  Externus ; and  fometimes  in- 
teriorly, but  higher  up,  with  the  ReCtus 
Abdominis.  The  fibres  thence  converge 
towards  the  Axilla,  where  they  decufiate  in 
a twilled  manner  before  they  give  rife  to  a 
broad  flat  Tendon*  wrhich  is  inferted  into 
the  outer  brim  of  the  Bicipital  Sulcus  of 
the  Os  Humeri.

Arises  tendinous  from  the  fpinous  pre- 
cedes of  the  bxrh  and  feventh  V ertebne  of 
the  Neck,  and  from  the  Ligamentum 
Nuchas  at  the  dfth,  where  it  adheres  with 
the  origin  of  the  Cucullaris  and  Serratus 
Todicus  Superior:  it  defeends  immediately 
above  the  former,  to  be  inferted  into  the 
bafe  of  the  Scapula,  oppodte  to  its  Spine* 
Its  ufes  are  the  fame  as  the  former. 


Levator

Arises  flefhy  from  the  bafe  of  the  Sca- 
pula, between  the  filperior  angle  and  the 
fpine  ; afcends  to  be  inferted  tendinous  and 
flefhy  into  the  tranfverfe  procefles  of  the 
three,  four,  or  five  fuperior  vertebras  of 
the  neck,  by  as  many  diftinct  flips : at  the 
Epiftrophtea  and  Atlas,  it  ufually  coheres 
with  the  origins  of  the  Splenius  and  Sca- 
lenus, at  the  fourth,  with  the  termination 
of  the  Cervicaiis  Defcendens.

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N eck ; and  from  one  to  three  uppermoft 
of  the  Back,  - being  there  connected  with 
the  Rhomboideus,  Splenius,  and  Cucul- 
laris.  It  is  in  general  inferred  by  four  di- 
gitations  into  the  fecond,  third,  fourth,  and 
fifth  Ribs ; fometimes  by  three  only  into  an 
equal  number  of  Ribs. 

Ufe. — To  elevate  the  Ribs;  dilate  the 
Thorax,  and  afford  a fheath  to  the  fubjacent 
Mufcles.

Which  are  the  proper  Mufcles  of 
Refpiration.  . - 

Intercojiales  Exterm. 

The  fibres  of  the  Intercoftales  Externi, 
pafs  obliquely  forward  from  the  inferior 
edge  of  each  fuperior,  to  the  upper  edge 
of  each  inferior  Rib  ; the  whole  length,  from 
the  Spine  to  the  joining  of  the  Ribs  with 
their  Cartilages  3 from  which,  to  the  Ster- 
num, they  are  difcontinued,  that  fpace  be- 
ing occupied  by  an  Aponeurofis  which 
covers  the  internal  Intercodals. 


Intercojiales  Interni. 

These  fibres  arife  from  the  fame  parts 
as  the  external  3 but  they  proceed  obliquely 
G 3 back- 
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backwards,  being  continued  from  the  Ster- 
num, as  far  as  the  angle  of  the  Rib  and 
from  thence  to  tl>e  Spine,  they  are  wanting : 
at  the  eighth,  ilinth,  and  fometimes  other 
Ribs,  there  are  portions  of  thefe  fibres 
prolonged  over  the  intermediate,  to  be  in- 
ferted  into  the  next  Rib. 

Thefe  are,  by  Douglas,  called — Cofta- 
rum  DeprefTores  Proprii. 

By  Window  — Infra  Coftales. 


Levatores  Coftarum  Breviores. 

Each  Rib  receives  a flefhy  flip  from 
the  tranfverfe  proceffes  of  that  Vertebra, 
immediately  above  the  one  with  which  it 
articulates,  each  being  longer,  as  inferior, 
and  defcending  obliquely  outwards.

Are  three  or  four  flips  arifing  from  the 
tranfverfe  proceflfes,  as  the  former  j and 

pailing 
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palling  over  one  Rib  to  be  attached  to  the 
fubfequent;  as  from  the  feventh  Vertebra 
to  the  tenth  Rib,  &c.

Diafhragma. 

The  Diaphragm  is  that  broad  vaulted 
flefhy  partition,  defcending  obliquely  back- 
wards within  the  margin  of  the  Thorax, 
and  feparating  it  from  the  cavity  of  the 
Abdomen,  allowing,  however,  a commu- 
nication of  veflels,  &c.  through  its  Fora- 
mina. It  is  compofed  of  a middle  lunated 
Tendon,  the  horns  of  which,  point  pofte- 
riorly,  bordered  all  round  by  a fringe  of 
fidhy  fibres  ; the  pofterior  of  which  being 
produced  down  the  Spine,  and  divided,  the 
parts  are  called  Crura;  which  produc- 
tions, for  the  fake  of  method,  we  lhall  call 
the  origin  of  the  Mufcle.  . 

The  Crura  of  the  Diaphragm  are  two; 
one  the  larger,  to  the  right ; the  other,  and 
fmaller,  to  the  left  ; each  compofed  of 
three  Appendices,  four  according  to  Albi- 
nos ; but  the  accurate  Haller  has  not  re- 
cognized the  fourth. 


The 
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The  two  inmoft  Appendices,  of  which 
the  right  is  larger,  arife  tendinous  from  the 
anterior  part  of  the  third  Lumbar  Verte- 
bra, from  its  inferior  Cartilage,  and  from 
the  ligament  covering  them  ; from  thence 
becoming  thicker  and  narrower  as  they 
afcend  they  feparate  to  intercept  an  oval 
Foramen  for  the  tranfmiflion  of  the  Aorta, 
and  Thoracic  Dud,  which  lies  on  the  right 
of  it ; immediately  above  which,  the  Ap- 
pendices decuffate  as  they  become  fiefhy, 
and  form  two  thick  columns  which  inter- 
cept an  oval  Foramen  for  the  paflage  of  the 
/Efophagus,  and  eighth  pair  of  Nerves, 
above  which  they  again  decufiate,  become 
tendinous,  and  proceed  in  a radiated  form, 
again  to  become  fiefhy,  and  terminate 
within  the  Zyphoid  Cartilage,  and  thofe  of 
the  feventh  Rib  : the  middle,  and  the  outer- 
moft  appendices  arife  laterally  from  the 
bodies  of  the  third,  fccond,  and  firfl  Lum- 
bar Vertebras,  diftindly  and  in  a diminifh- 
ing  feries,  as  to  length  and  fubftance,  but 
higher  up.  They  are  at  firfl  tendinous, 
and  fpread  on  the  Spine  they  after  com- 
bine with  the  former  to  compofe  the  Crura, 
Which  degenerate  into  fiefhy  fibres,  pafiing 
off  laterally  in  lines  curved  the  more,  as 
they  recede  from  the  middle  flreight  fibres-, 
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and  become  tendinous  in  the  middle,  flefliy 
again  at  the  margin  of  the  Thorax,  where 
they  are  inferted  into  the  infide  of  the  Car- 
tilages of  the  feventh,  eighth,  ninth,  tenth, 
and  eleventh  Ribs,  which  form  the  brim  of 
the  fame ; blit  from  the  tranfverfe  pro- 
cefies  of  the  firft  Lumbar  Vertebra,  goes 
off  at  each  fide  a ligament  to  the  point  of 
the  twelfth  Rib,  leaving  an  arch  under 
which  the  heads  of  the  Pl'oas  Magnus,  and 
Quadratus  Lumborum  lie,  while  from  the 
upper  part  arife  flefny  fibres  to  compleat 
the  circumference  of  the  Diaphragm  ; and 
which  proceed  forward  to  the  middle  Ten- 
don, and  tranfmit  forne  tendinous  Fafciculi, 
which  with  other  adventitious  fibres,  tra- 
velling the  face  of  the  Diaphragm,  form 
the  margin  of  the  Foramen  for  the  Vena 
Cava,  which  is  fituated  to  the  right,  and 
anterior  to  the  Foramen,  for  the  -difopha- 
gus  j which  venous  Foramen  is  a quadran- 
gle rounded  at  the  angles. 

Between  the  firft  or  inmoft,  and  fecond 
or  middle  appendices  of  the  Crura  at  each 
fide,  there  is  a narrow  Interftice  for  the 
tranfmiflion  of  the  Intercoftal  Nerve  : at 
the  left  fide  the  T runic  pafifes  entire  through 
an  Interftice  ; and  the  anterior  branch,  or 

nervous 
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nervous  Splanchnicus  which  goes  to  form 
the  Ganglia  Semilunaria  through  a different 
fiffure  : but  at  the  right  fide,  the  Trunk, 
the  Branch,  and  the  Vena  Azyga,  pierce 
through  one  and  the  fame  Interface. 

The  convex  furface  of  the  Diaphragm 
which  projects  into  the  Thorax  ; is  covered’ 
by  the  Pleurae,-  and  between  them  by  the 
Pericardium ; the  concave  vaulted  furface 
next  the  Abdomen,  is  lined  by  the  Perito- 
naeum, except  where  the  Liver  comes  in 
contact  with  it  at  the  Foramen  for  the 
Cava. 

Ufe. — It  is  among  die  Congeneres  which 
dilate  the  Thorax  by  contracting  during 
infpiration,  and  bringing  the  vault  of  this 
Mufcle  into  a plane,  whence  the  cavity  of 
the  Thorax  is  lengthened,  and  the  Abdo- 
minal Vifcera  pulhed  outwards  and  down- 
wards. It  is  antagonift  to  the  Abdominal 
Mufcles  in  refpi ration ; but  they  are  con- 
generes in  dejeCtion,  and  vomiting  : . and 
probably  the  Diaphragm  is  antagonized  in 
infpiration,  by  the  Serratus  Pofacus  In- 
ferior. 

It  is  evident  alfo,  that  all  Mufcles  in- 
ferted  into  the  Ribs,  do  become  Conge- 
neres cn  urgent  occafions.

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The  Superior,  or  greater  Mufcle-  of 
Innes  ; is  the  fi  uaphragm. 
The'Infenor,  or leffer  iviafcie  or  Ditto; 
is  the  Appendix,  or  C ura.

'Triangularis  Sternly  Jeiiy  Sterna  Cojlaiis. 

This  Mufcle,  which  appears  to  be  part 
of  the  Tranfverfalis  Abdominis,  arifes 
fiefhy  and  a little  tendinous,  from  all  the 
length  of  the  Cartilago  Enfiformis  laterally ; 
from  the  edge  of  the  lower  part  of  the 
Sternum,  and  adjoining  extremities  of  the 
Cartilages  of  four  Ribs  ; from  whence  its 
fibres  afcend  obliquely  outwards  : to  be 
inferted  by  four  angular  terminations,  into 
the  farther  ends  of  the  Cartilages  of  the 
fecond,  third,  fourth,  and  fifth  Ribs,  near 
where  they  join ; and  fometimes  into  thefe 
alfo. 

When  the  feveral  portions  of  this  Mufcle 
are  disjundf,  they  obtain  the  name  of 

Sterno- 
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Sterno-coftales.  It  admits,  alfo,  of  feveral 
other  varieties. 

Ule. — To  deprefs  and  bend  thefe  Car- 
tilages, confeqUently  it  is  a congener  with 
the  Abdominal  Mufcles. 


T mere  now  remains  but  one  Mufcle,  the 
Coracohyoideus,  which  preferves  the  con- 
tinuity of  the  Arm  with  the  Trunk,  which, 
if  die  fubjedt  is  bad}  may  be  cut  acrofs, 
and  the  arm  hung  in  fome  proper  fituation 
to  preferVe  it;  while  the  Dilfedtor  proceeds 
to  the  Mufcles  of  th'e  Neck  and  Spine. 

It  has  been  recommended  above  to  pre- 
ferve  the  aponelirotit  originations  of  the 
Serrati}  which  fhould  now  be  cut  through 
to  expofe  the  Mufcles  which  belong  to  the 
Head  and  Spine;  and  thofe  which  are  pro- 
per to  the  Spine,  fituated  pofteiiorly ; and 
without  injuring  the  Integliments  anterior- 
ly, the  fuperior  part  of  the  Maftoid 
Mufcles  mlift  be  raifed  to  afford  a profpedt 
of  the  Splenii,  which,  when  diffedted,  may 
be  allowed  to  retain  their  upper  attach- 
ments, until  the  Mufcles  of  the  Spine  have 
been  feparated. 
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The  Mujcles  common  to  the  Head  and  Trunk, 
and  which  move  the  Head  backwards , or 
rotate  it — are

Splenius  Capitis  arifes  commonly  coil-  I 
joined  with  the  Splenius  Colli;  but  mere  j 
frequently  diftind  and  tendinous  from  the 
Ligamentum  Nuchas,  at  the  fecond,  third,, 
fourth,  fifth,  and  lixth  fpinous  proceffes  of 
the  Vertebras  of  the  Neck;  frequently;' 
alfo,  from  the  fpinous  proceffes  of  the  laffc 
Cervical,  and  firft  Dorfal  Vertebras,  im- 
mediately witliin  the  Cucullaris,  and  Serra- 
tus,  with  which  it  is  adherent : at  the  third 
Vertebra  of  the  Neck,  the  Splenii  of  both 
Tides  recede  from  each  other,  and  leave 
part  of  the  complexus  in  view  as  they 
pafs  upwards,  to  be  inferted  into  the  whole 
length  of  the  Maftoid  procels  externally,  j 
and  backward  half-way  to  the  Occiput. 

Splenius  Colli,  arifes  immediately  below,  1 
and  contiguous  to  the  inferior  edge  of  the  > 
former ; from  three,  four,  or  five  fuperior  fpi-  ] 
nous  proceftes  of  the  Back, by  as  many  diftind  ] 
beginnings,  frequently  not  from  the  firft  or  i 

fecond ; j 
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fecond;  they  combine  and  afcend  as  the 
former.  To  be  inferred  into  the  tranfverfe 
procefles  of  the  f^rft  and  fecond  Cervical 
Vertebrae  ; fometimes  by  a third  portion 
into  that  of  th?.  third  Vertebra,  this  being 
adherent  with  the  Tranfver  falls  Cervicis, 
and  Levator  Scapulae ; and  the  fuperior 
infertions,  with  the  latter  only.

N.  B.  When  this  Mufcle  has  been  railed 
and  turned  up,  the  principal  Mufcles  of  the 
Neck  and  Spine  come  in  view,  and  re- 
quire little  more  preparation  than  to  ren- 
der their  Tendons  diftindtj  taking  care  to 
avoid  cutting  the  flips  by  which  they  com-r 
mujjicate  and  run  into  each  other. 


Biventer  Cervicis , cum  Complexo. 

BrvENTER  Cervicis  has  been  obfervedv 
diftinft  from  the  Complexes ; fometimes. 
not : it  has  four  Heads  proceeding  from  the 
H 2 tranf- 
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tranfverfe  procefles  of  the  fixth,  fifth, 
fourth,  and  third  Dorfal  Vertebra: ; in 
others  from  the  feventh  to  the  fourth,  and 
even  from  the  eighth  to  the  fourth  inelufive ; 
or  by  three  or  two  heads,  beginning  either 
at  the  fifth  or  fixth,  and  adhering  there  with 
the  origins  of  the  Tranfverfalis  Cervicis ; 
they  proceed  upwards  receiving  one  flip 
from  the  Longiflimus  Dorfi,  and  unite ; 
become  fiender,  and  form  a Tendon  at  the 
Neck,  and  a fiefhy  Belly  again  as  it  dilates 
upwards.  It  is  inferted  into  the  inferior 
edge  of  the  outer  tranfverfe  ridge  of  the 
Occiput,  under  the  Cucullaris,  from  the  . 
middle  protuberance  towards  the  Ear  ; it  ; 
fometimes  receives,  above  its  Tendon,  one 
flip  from  the  loweft  Cervical,  or  upper 
Dorfal ; or  even  two  or  three  from  thefe 
and  the  next  dorfal  fpinous  procefles. 

The  Complexus  is  broader  and  thicker 
than  the  former,  and  has  more  originations 
from  the  Vertebra:  ; the  three  lowed:  from 
as  many  fuperior  fpinous  procefles  of  the 
Back;  the  fourth  from  the  lowed:  Cervical; 
the  reft  from  the  oblique  procefles  of  the 
fixth,  fifth,  and  fourth,  firmly  adhering  to 
their  Capfulte : fometimes  the  loweft  head 
is  wanting : again  there  are  inftances  ot 
two  additional  heads  from  the  fourth  and 

.fifth 
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fifth  Dorfal,  thefe  are  fmall  and  ten- 
dinous ; a fupernumerary  origin  may  alfo 
be  obferved  to  proceed  from  the  oblique 
procefs  of  the  loweft  Cervical  Vertebra  j 
they  all  afcend  towards  the  Spine,  and  unite, 
having  many  intertendinations,  and  are  in- 
ferted  into  the  Occiput  beneath  the  former.

Longiffmus  Dorfi , cum  Sacr  dumb  alt. 

These  two  Mufcles  reprefent  two  termi- 
nations of  one  Mufcle,  which  arifes  from 
the  pofterior  fuperior  fpinous  procefs  of  the 
Ilium;  from  the  extremity  of  the  Sacrum, 
and  the  three  fuperior  fpinous  procefTes  of 
the  fame ; from  three  to  all  thofe  of  the 
Lumbar  Vertebrae,  and  from  the  con- 
necting Ligament  of  the  Ilium  and  Sa- 
crum, where  it  alfo  coheres  with  the  Glu- 
teus Maximus  : it  is  flefhy  interiorly  and 
next  the  Ilium  ; tendinous  exteriorly  and 
next  the  Spine : when  incumbent  on  the 
Loins,  it  detaches  five  double  infertions 
ending  tendinous,  to  each  of  the  lumbar 
tranfverfe  procelfes ; where  this  Mufcle 
furmounts  the  laft  Rib,  it  divides  into  the 
Sacrolumbalis,  and 


Longiffmus 
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LcngiJJimus  Dorfi , 

Which  as  it  afcends,  gradually  diminifhes 
by  the  reparation  of  numerous  infections, 
which  are  more  {lender  and  long  as  they 
are  fuperior ; twelve  of  thefe  are  fixed 
fingly  to  the  inferior  part  of  each  dorfal 
tranfverfe  procefs  ; others  afcend  obliquely 
outwards,  and  are  attached  near  the  tuber- 
cles of  an  indeterminate  number  of  Ribs, 
as  from  feven  to  eleven ; but  the  laft  afcends 
to  the  neck,  and  is  ufually  connefted  with 
fome  one  of  the  Mufcles  placed  there,  as 
the  Trachelomaftoideus,  &c.  &c.  or  by 
a double  T endon  into  two  of  them,  or  even 
by  a third  to  the  Trachelomaftoideus,  and 
with  the  Tranfverfalis  into  fome  Cervical 
Vertebra.  From  one  to  five  additional 
heads  have  been  known  to  arife  from  the 
uppermoft  lumbar,  or  inferior  dorfal  tranf- 
verfe proceftes,  and  join  this  Mufcle 
above. 


Sacra - 
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Sacrolumbalis. 

Ends  in  thirteen  tails,  pafling  up  in  adi- 
minifhing  feries,  the  fird  two  or  three  arife 
from  it  before  its  feparation;  the  twelve 
lowed  are  inferted  into  the  angles  of  the 
Ribs,  the  thirteenth  to  the  lad  cervical 
tranfverfe  proccfs : and  it  may  be  faid  to 
fend  dowfi  to,  or  receive  from  the  upper 
margin  of  eight  or  fewer  inferior  Ribs, 
where  incumbent  on  them,  between  the 
Spine  and  the  forementioned  terminations,

Mufcles  of  the  Tongue  in  an  extended 
ftate,  may  be  feparated ; and  if  it  is  thought 
proper  to  facrifice  the  Mufcles  on  the  an- 
terior part  of  the  Spine,  the  Trunk  may 
be  removed,  leaving  two  or  three  Verte- 
brae attached  to  the  Head.

Arises  from  the  fpinous  procefs  of  the 
Sphenoid  bone,  behind  the  Foramen  Ovale 
which  tranfmits  the  inferior  Maxillary

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far  from  its  ofieous  part ; pafTes  down 
along  the  Pterigoideus  Interims,  lends  its 
Tendon  round  the  hook  of  the  internal 
plate  of  the  Pterygoid  procefs,  which 
ipreading  into  a membrane,  is  reflected 
towards  the  Pharynx  to  be  inferted  into 
the  Velum  Pendulum  Palati,  and  femilunar 
edge  of  the  Os  Palati,  extending  as  far 
as  the  future  which  joins  the  two  bones, 
and  by  fome  of  its  pofterior  fibres,  into  the 
Conftri&or  Pharyngis,  and  Palatopharyn- 
eus. 

Ufe. — To  ftretch  the  Velum,  draw  it 
downwards,  and  laterally  towards  the  hook : 
it  can  hare  litte  effedt  on  the  Tube,  as  it  is 
chiefly  conneiled  to  its  Ofieous  Part.

Velum  Pendulum  Palati,  which  forms  the 
pofterior  part  of  the  Mouth,  and  performs 
the  office  of  a Valve  to  the  Mouth  during 
manducadon,  and  to  the  Noftiils  in  deglu- 
tition ; prelents  the  appearance  of  an 
arch  fupported  by  two  columns  at  each  fide, 
while  the  Uvula  hangs  down  from  the  fum- 
mit  into  the  Throat.  The  anterior  co- 
lumn defcends  to  the  root  of  the  Tongue, 
and  is  the  boundary  of  the  Fauces;  the 
pofterior  column  compofed  of  the  Leva- 
tor Palati  Mollis,  to  the  Pharynx ; and  be- 
tween the  columns  are  the  Tonfils.  The 
Cavity  of  the  Pharynx  opens  upwards  by 
the  Noftrils : laterally  to  the  Tympanum, 
by  the  Euftacian  T ubes  ; anteriorly  to  the 
Mouth ; pofteriorly  through  the  iEfopha- 
gus  to  the  Stomach  ; and  inferiorly  to  the 
Lungs,  through  the  Glottis,  Larynx,  and 

T rachea ; 
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Trachea;  it  is  ccmpofcd  of  a mufcular 
partition  arifing  from  the  bafis  of  the  Cra- 
nium, which  from  the  adtion  of  its  fibres 
is  called  Conflridtor.

Ccvftriulor  Pharyngis  Superior. 

Arises  from  the  Cuneiform  procefs  of 
the  Os  Occipitis,  anterior  to  the  Foramen 
Magnum  ; from  the  Pterygoid  procefs  of 
the  Os  Spenoides,  and  from  each  Jaw  near 
the  laid  Dens  Molaris,  being  there  conti- 
nuous with  the  Buccinator:  the  fibres  of 
both  fides  meet  in  a middle  perpendicular 
Linea  Alba,  pofleriorly. 


CmftriBor  Ph.  Medius. 

Arises  from  the  horn  and  appendix  of 
the  Os  Hyoides,  and  from  the  ligament 
which  unites  it  with  the  Thyroid  Cartilage  : 

the 
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the  fibres  terminate  as  the  former,  being 
alfo  produced  into  a point  inferted  at  the 
cuneiform  procefs  of  the  Os  Occipitis.

Arises  from  the  Cricoid  and  Thyroid 
Cartilages:  The  fibres  terminate  as  the 
foregoing  in  the  Linea  Alba.

Arises  by  a broad  beginning  from  the 
middle  of  the  Ofia  Palati,  at  the  root  of 
the  Uvula,  clofe  to  its  fellow  ; from  the 
membranous  expanfion  of  the  Circum- 
flexus  Palati,  and  inner  plate  of  the  Ptery- 
goid procefs ; the  fibres  proceed  within 
the  pofterior  arch  behind  the  Tonfils,  and 
backwards  to  the  upper  and  lateral  part  of 
the  Pharynx,  where  they  are  fpread  and 
mix  with  thofe  of  the  Stylo-Pharyngeus : 
fome  are-  inferted  into  the  upper  edge  of 
the  Thyroid  Cartilage  pofteriorly,  and  fe- 
veral  are  loft  between  the  membrane  of  the 
Pharynx  and  Conftridtors. 

Ufe. — It  retradts  the  Uvula  and  Velum,

Ufe. — By  fhortening,  it  raifes  the  Uvula.

Notwithstanding  the  rational  con- 
clufion  which  may  be  formed  of  the  exift- 
ence  of  thefe  Mufcles,  from  the  coaptation 
of  the  Epiglottis  to  the  Rima,  during  de- 
glutition : yet  the  Editor  is  free  to  confefs 
he  has  never  afcertained  their  exiftence  a 
circumftance  he  is  not  at  all  fingular  in  af- 
ferting,  as  the  too  accurate  Albinus  leaves 
them  unnoticed  i and  in  that  mod  excel- 
lent Compendium  of  Leber,  he  afferts, 
that  they  are  frequently  wanting,  or  too 
fmall  to  be  confidered  as  Mufcles  ; the  de- 
preffion  of  the  Epiglottis  may  therefore  be 
attributed  to  the  motion  of  the  Tongue 
backwards,  in  fwallowing : and  it  would  be 
very  difficult  indeed,  to  fhew  how  the 

T ongue 
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Tongue  could  be  retraced,  without  at  the 
fame  time  pulhing  down  the  Epiglottis. 


Before  the  difle<5tion  of  the  Mufcles  of 
the  Maxilla  Inferior,  it  may  be  convenient 
to  remove  the  Mufcles  of  the  external 
Ear,  or  leave  them  uninjured  at  one  fide, 
to  be  afterwards  prepared  with  thofe  of  the 
Head.

The  Auricularis  has  no  poflerior  or  out,- 
fide  Mufcle,  the  Abdudtor  appearing  to  pof- 
fefs  the  fituation  and  function  of  an  in- 
terofieoiis  Mufcle;

Arises  tendinous  and  flefby  from  the 
bafe,  at  the  thumb-fide  of  the  metacarpal

The  Vafti  and  Cruralis  nearly  furround 
the  Femur;  the  Vaftus  Ext.  arifes  from  the 
exterior  fu'rface  of  the  great  Trochanter, 
from  the  whole  Linea  Afpera,  and  near 
half  the  bone  anteriorly,  being  conneded 
above  with  the  Gluteus  Maximus,  and  be- 
low feparated  from  the  fhort  Mufcle  of  the 
Biceps  by  the  Fafcia  Lata,  from  which  it 
alfo  arifes  ; defcends  obliquely  to  be  in- 
ferted  tendinous  into  the  fuperior  exterior 
edge  of  the  Patella.

lucis,  and  Lumbricales  Pedi,  are  fo  inti- 
mately connected  inter  fe,  that  they  form 
one  complex  fyftem  of  congeneric  Muf- 
cles ; and  fhould  be  therefore  preferved  in 
their  relative  fituations,  to  afford  a proper 
view  of  this  combination.

Arises  by  an  acute  Tendon,  Toon  be- 
coming flefhy,  from  the  back  part  of  the 
Tibia,  fome  way  below  its  head,  near  the 
entry  of  the  Medullary  Artery,  and  is  con- 
tinued down  the  inner  edge  of  this  bone, 
by  fhort  flefhy  fibres,  ending  in  its  T en- 
don  alfo  by  tendinous  and  flefhy  fibres, 
from  the  outer  edge  of  the  Tibia,  and  be- 
tween  this  double  order  of  fibres  the  Tibi- 
alis Pofticus  lies  inclofed.  Having  pafied 
under  two  annular  ligaments,  it  then  proceeds 
through  a finuofity  at  the  infide  of  the 
Os  Calcis,  and,  about  the  middle  of  the 
foie  of  the  Foot,  divides  into  four  Ten- 
dons, which  pafs  through  the  flits  of  the 
Perforatus,  and,  juft  before  this  divifion, 
receives  from,  and  fometimes  gives  a fmall 
Tendon  to  that  of  the  Flexor  Hallucis 
Longus : the  next  Mufcle  is  inferted  into 
its  Tendon  juft  where  it  divides,  and  in 
its  progrefs  it  pafles  over  the  Tendon  of 
the  Flex.  Hal.  Long.  & Flex.  Digitorum 
Longus,  to  be  inferted  into  the  extremi- 
ties of  the  laft  phalanges  of  the  four  lefTer 
toes  i which  they  bend.
